Drop letters at offices where there is no 
f'ee delivery by carriers, remains at one 
cent ; where the free delivery system 
by carriers prevails the rate will be two 
cents. Newspaper publishers and n 
agents can mail publications, printed 
periodically, at the rate of one cent per 
pound, when sent to regular subscribers. 

BTflWIJMtpW publishers can also send 
sample copies of their publications at 
one cent a pound, but news agents can 
not. Any article or item in a newspaper 
or other periodical may be marked to at- 
tract notice by the sender, but it must 
not be written or printed words. News- 
papers and periodicals go free of postage 
to regular subscribers whs receive them 
at the post-offices in the county of pub-
